The observation of Memorial Day 


in Rhinelnndcr SVHKUII affair of which 
citizens in general and thelocal lodges 
of G. A. R. and H. of V. in particular 
cun take a pride. The arrangements 
were such that everything paused off 
without clash or delay. The hearty

many citizens

departed friends, relatives and neigh- 
bors. At 2 o'clock p. in. the Grand 
Opera House w;is crowded 
with 
people, gathered there to henr the 
excellent program announced pre- 
viously. The o|>cni house was most 
tastily and handsomely arranged.

HON. S. S. MILLK!£'S OKATIOX. 


As yon all know, it is the custom 
on Memorial Day to scatter indis- 
criminately the flowers of nature 
and the flowers of rhetoric, as a 
loving and grateful testimonial to 
the heroes and heroisms of an age 
when we were young. 
I want to say right here, however, 
that the climate of Khinelander is 
not particularly congenial to the 
flowers of nature, and that while the 
flower* of rhetoric are supposed to 
spring spontaneous in every soil and 
clime, I nra afraid that, thepartieulnr 
•oil which your committee-struck for 
thix occasion, wilj l>e no more pro- 
ductive of rhetorical bloom than are 
the fields of Oneida county in natural 
verdure—but that 
following 
the 


example of 
mother 
nature, 
the 
flowers of poesy dropped here to-day 
will show decided symptoms of hav- 
ing been nipped in the bud, blasted, 
jut it were, by the frosts of care, and 
withered by the bleak winds of every 
day business experience. 


Now I don't intend these remarks 
to apply to Elder Savage or I'ro- 
fessor I'eterson—they are still young 
and youth is the spring-time of life— 
. 
life spreads out 
Itefore and 
around them a golden halo of ambi- 
tion and. love and hope—freed from 
the innumerable cares and responsi- 
bilities which have kmujked the ro- 
mance and poetry of youth out of 
. me. I once had it, strange a* it will 
'probably appear to yon. Yes, there 
waM a time in the misty pant, when 
I could retire into my inm&it temple, 
MY nof.y OK HOI.IKH, plnck there the 
sweet roses of romance, the bright 
flower* of i>oetr.v, the green leaves 
4if expression, weave them into a 
wonderful bouquet of declaration 
and bring it forth to electrify and 
startle a waiting and anxious world 
—but since [ have tackled life in a 
biifflneso way, I have got over it. 
But ladies and gentlemen, I don't, 


•want you to think that l>ec;i<iHe I 
lack the ability to paint in fitting 
words and sounding phrase, the 
(gratitude which all of this genera- 
tion owe to onr fallen heroes, that I 
feel thelewi grateful, or in any degree 
fail to appreciate the mighty sacrifice 
they made so willingly and lovingly, 
HO 'patriotically thirty years ago for 
» nation's life and integrity. 


No; rather does it seem to me, that 
the earth is not broad enough, the 
heavens are not high enough to con- 
tain that great measnrc of devotion 
which is being poured forth from tlie 
hands and hearts of a peaceful, happy 
and prosperous people to-day and 
that even the bright messengers til 
space are whispering to < me another 
»* tber fly, and painting in angelic 


smiles upon the clouds as they pass 
through the golden gates of HesjHTus 
one grand and holy sentiment/— 
CKATITrill-:—NATION'A I. (iUATITUUK. 


Hut 1 didn't intend to leave the 
earth to-day, ladies and gentlemen, 
and I iwrceive that by so1 doing I 
have-become entangled in metaphor. 
The theme is large, too broad to 
be projierly treated in the short time 
allotted to me to-day. Yet it is the 
theme of the day and I should be 
remiss in my duty were I to pass it 
by unnoticed. -National gratitude is 
a sentiment almost wholly unknown 
nnd unfelt by any nation on earth 
outside the great American Republic. 


1 can only call to mind one. other 


nation which can appreciate the 
iM'anty and grandeur of that .senti- 
ment and that is the I'aris Republic 
which still lays wreathes of moun- 
tain flowers upon the grave of the 
patriot;—William Tell. 


Henry the Fifth, with his army of 


hired men—very few Englishmen- 
made the name oi England terrible 
to western Kuropc. 
1'eter the Great, carried the Itus- 


sian standard into the heart, of Asia. 


Napalcon and his marsliiills shed 
the blood of every Knro|>enii nation 
Lo honor Krnnce. 


Still there is not in any of these 
great nations a particle of gratitude 
for one of these leaders or for the 
men who sacrificed their lives in their 
service. 


And tlie reason is obvious. Ornti- 
tude is u sentiment of the human 
heart, combining obligation 
and 


thankfulness, toward 
those who 


have maintained the right, when 
about to be overthrown, and accom- 
plished some great permanent good 
for the benefit or ennobling of hu- 
manity. 


National aggrandizement 
is an 
nnworthy motive, and no nation 
can be truly grateful to any portion 
of its people who go forth to battle, 
for power or territory. The history 
of the wars of the old world shows 
no nobler or more laudable ambition 
or purpose than thai of taking the 
life of a neighbor, that thereby the 
nation so taking it, might occupy a 
more powerful position on influence 
among the nations of the world. 
It is one sad, revolting, brutal 


story of blood, unredeemed bv a 
single ray of 
light.—scorched 'and 
blackened with ruined homes and 
Icspairing 
hearts. 
Rattle-fields, 


stained witli blood, shed for jtersonal 
ambition on national aggrandize- 
ment, and watered with the lives 
ol helpless widows and 
hopeless 


children do not contain the soil from 
which so beautiful a sentiment as 
national gratitude may be expected 
to spring. There must IK; some deep 
underlying principle of right im- 
mutable, eternal, having its founda- 
tion in the national life, and support- 
ing a nation's honor, to justify tlie 
grateful remembrance of those who 
la ve sacrificed their lives in war. 


Without this principle there is no 


sacrifice—human blood is shed, hu- 
man treasures destroyed, the light 
and hope and vitality of a nation 
sunk in gloom, and ouf of it all there 
comes nothing to which we can Ixntd 
the knee or bow the head in rever- 
•nco. 
I need not say that in 
our 


ate civil war this principle was ever 
present, actuating and controling 
the federal government from the lime 
tho little bund of heroes responded to 
the first cry for help,' to the final 
scene at Appomuttox. 


When the fathers wrote the bill of 
rights and the federal constitutions 
they put into those documents, for 
tin; benefit of their children, and their 
children's children in all the genera- 
tions to come, the doctrine of human 
freedom, and equality of all men 
before the law, and that was the 
foundation upon which rested the 
whole fair superstructure of our free 
government, and upon which it still 
rests—thanks Lo the boys in blue 
who cemented it and made it strong 
with their blood. 


There was. nn attempt to violate 


this principle of human freedom, to 
beat down this foundation and to 
topple the whole 
sniwr.stmcture. 


And obedient to the governing force 
of this principle, a million American 
patriots went forth from their peace- 
ful, happy homes, to do or die in 
battle. It was to sustain this doc- 
trine that mothers freely gave their 
sons, and wives their husbands, with 
no thought of the ]>ersona! sacrifice. 
It had its living semblance in that 
central figure to whom all loyal eyes 
turned in the dark days of trouble, 
whose homely, kindly face and great 
loving hearts felt so keenly the suffer- 
ing of his people, and who with 
malice toward none and charity for 
all, wrote tin; words which made the 
bondsmen free, and lifted a nation 
into the blessed 
light of 
human 


lilHTfy. 


It was the force of this same prin- 


ciple which rendered immortal the 
words of the old commander, "I will 
tight it out on this line if it takes all 
summer." 


And it, was that WK may enjoy the 


inestimable blessings of this same 
God given heritage, that, caused onr 
fair lam! to IMJ dotted all over with 
the little mounds where sleep the 
brave whose death we have met 
together to commemorate to-day. 


It would lie an insult, to the fallen 


to forget, uiK>n an occasion like this, 
the cause for which they fell, or to 
fail to felicitate ourselves that the 
principle for which they fought still 
lives, and has lioen re-written in their 
bl<K>d in the foundation of a new 
Union. Mere empty praise of their 
deeds of valor and patient suffering 
can avoid them naught. Onr lauda- 
tion cannot reach the pars of those 
who "sleep lieiientb the low green 
tents whose curtains never outward 
swings," but when we sound the 
praises of 
the; great ideas and 


thoughts which swelled their hearts 
and nerv<;d their arms, we s|ieak for 
eternity. We embalm their memory 


in the hearts of a grateful i>eople- 
grateful for the supreme measure of 
devotion of the dead soldiers to the 
principles of human lilyerty. 


And so it is, that all over the 


length and breadths of onr liberty 
loving republic, the 
]H;ople have 
gathered together 
to-day, to lay 
*resh wreathes upon the graves of 
those who have met this sacrifice to 
the death. This is a grand, a glor- 
ious, a holy thing to do—this i.s na- 
tional gratitude. 


Rut while we give our gratitude 


freely to the honored dead, we must 
not forget the need of honor due the 
liviug. There are scattered here and 
there among ns, a remnant of the 
boys who stood when it was hot in 
the early sixtii-.s, and stood therefor 
right principles. They are boys no 
longer, except 
in patriotism, the 


bronzed and time scarred face, the 
dimmed eyes, the silver 
threads, 


make them seem old l>efore their time 
and tell all too plainly of the hard- 
ships of those troublous days of war. 
We have them with us to-day and it 
is a pleasant duty to express our 
thankfiillncKS to the old veteran, for 
his part in our struggle for lilicrty. 
When we, as a nation, cense to love, 
honor ami reverence this living rem- 
nant of the grand army of our re- 
public, we deserve to have the na- 
tional name blotted from the may 
and to sink in oblivion from among 
the nations of the earth. 


Side by side with, and in some 


measure supplemental to the grand 
army of the republic, has grown up 
another organization, the Sons of 
Veterans—with a two-fold mission— 
to preserve with their blood if need 
bethe principles for which thefnthers 
KOL-CIIT A.\d IIIKD and to K R K I - (;KI:I;.\ 
the fathers' memory. The hearts of 
the [Kjople turn to them in confidence 
—secure in their lilyerties—mid while 
they live, no veteran's grave will IK: 
dishonored or forgotten. 


When the waves of blood rolled 


back from Appomattox, there went 
forth a new message to the world 
and 1 have often thought that we 
owe as 
much 
to our volunteer 


soldiery for this message ns for any 
other of the glorious results of Hit: 
contest. 
It was the message of 


magnnmimity and love. 
Such a 


thing was never heard of liefore in 
all the annals of warfare. Why, in 
les.s than an hour after the surrender 
of Lee the generous boys in blue were 
turning out 
their hard-tack and 


whiskey—to t,he very fellows who 
only the day before were leveling 
their rifles at their breasts—and they 
were shaking hands and telling stories 
with the gray-coats, and having1 a. 
regular hallelujah time all along the 
line. 


It was a .small circumstance in 


itself perhaps—though novel—but it 
sounded tlie key-note of a new dis- 
pensation in national life and comity 
which was destined to revolulinize 
the world. It wa.s the l«-glnning of 
the millennial dawn—when natives 
shall 
learn 
war 
no more—when 


Nirrf shall be beaten into priming 


liooks—when the lion nnd the lamb 
shall lie down together and the Imnb 
still l>e outside the lion. When the 
teal's and groans of the people shall 
lie heard no more, in lamentation for 
the slain in battle—when the resort 
to wars shall be a. ceremony of the 
past—and when peace, like it white- 
winged dove shall hover over the 
face of the nations of the earth. 
But 1 should weary you were I to 


mention all the things which come 
to my mind to-day to excite my 
thankfulness and sense of obligation 
to those we have met to honor. 1 
have, named but a few of theinanv. 
It is for us to cherish the lessons of 
their lives and deeds, as we find them 
written upon the pages of history 
and in the hearts of posterity, null 
to honor their memory. 


We bring the bright sweet offerings 


of 
nation's bloom, we bring' the 


grateful tribute of loving hearts, and 
we lay them tenderly, tearfully, rev- 
erently upon theirgrn ves—whil'efrom 
the moldcring dust, once animate 
with life, and 
he>]>e and love, we 


bear the glad refrain echoed in our 
thankful hearts: 


Our children free; 
Our nation one; 
Onr flag untarnished; 
Our republican government pre- 
served; 


And God'sgoodnessnnd mercy and 


blessings surroundingthem.and over 
them all. 


I'KTKIISOX'S OKATIO.V. 


Nearly a quarter of a century has 
now passed since the first steps' were 
taken which lead to the establish- 
ment of this, UteJiOth day of May, as 
a day to show, in a patriotic'and 
fitting manner, our regard and grat- 
itude to the heroes of the Ucliellion. 
We are indebted to thntgrcat soldier 
and statesman, John A. 1-ogan.more 
than to any other man for the. plan 
which gave to this day its national 
character. I'y the order of Ma v lS(;s 
issued by Gen. Logan, thcn'com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Kepuhlic, the various post's 
were enjoined to make suitable 
provisions for such observance as 
would tenderly cherish the memory 
of our heroic dead who had made 
their breasts a barricade between 
onr country and its foes. This order 
seemed to complete an electric circuit 
of fraternal feeling and unbounded 
gratitude which immediately made 
itself manifest throughout twenty- 
seven states of our Union, and al- 
though those earlier days so near the 
close of the war were full of sincere 
expressions of love and gratitude 
the memorials of more recent vonrs 
have Ix-en fully equal in the annual 
expressions of patriotic sentiments 
and floral tributes in honor of the 
boys in blue." 
We should not forget the real 


significance and value, of this dtiv 
We can confer no favor or iK'iietit on 
the soldier who may sleep beneath 


the grave we decorate. 
Hecannol 
appreciate our exercises and heeds 
Htlle whether his little mound 
covered wilh heaiififiil llowerw or 
with the icy SHOWN of winter. Mem- 
orial exercises are instructive. They 
impress on the; minds of the present 
genei'iition the duties of good i-itm-n- 
ship, anel ti<ach palrieiiism and an 
appreciation of our grand country 
by calling up the brave- (li-e-ils anil 
great, sacriliies re(|tiircil In establish 
our milled government In ils present 
strength and prosperity. This day 
must seem tooiirsnrviviiig comrades 
as a bright oasis of gooel sentiment 
anel patriotic expressions, in a desert 
of careless forget fill ness ami matter 
of fact existence.

It is ungrateful anel unpatriotic for 


UK to leave the ditties of this day to 
the few veterans who still remain 
with us. Kvery good citizen should 
consider it a duty, and every boy 
and girl erf our public schools should 
feel it. a pleasure to contribute', to the: 
success of .Memorial Day. Let nspay 
tribute also to the survivors of the 
great conflict, and prove to them by 
appropriate; words anel works ere 
each shall fake "Mis chamber in the 
silent, halls of death" that we are n 
grateful people anel will not neglect 
his grave nor forget his service and 
sacrilice for us anel for tho Union.

"boys in bine." but. it is impossible 
for us to say or do anything which 
will increase their fame. The great 
ami noble work which they accom- 
plished and for which many of them 
so nobly gave their lives makes them 
anel their country more famous than 
any eulogy we; can offer. 


As we look back over the past and 


view the slow hut-steady progress of 
civilization, we 
fine! that, this pro- 
gress has been maintained only by 
conflict anel war; all (ho great works 
of the; world have required courage 
anel heroism. It reeinireel four cen- 
turies eif martyrdom to establish 
Christianity, and a century of civil 
wars to intre>dite:e the reformation. 
The revolution secured 
te> n.s the 


right to exist, as a nation, and. after 
a century of legislative discussions 
it required a great civil war to settle 
the e|iie'stions of |>ersonal liberty and 
constil ntional freedom. 
Numberless 


sae-rilifes of human life have been 
made in order t h a t man might. IK; 
lifted to a higher stratum of intel- 
lectual aael moral advancement. 


Our martyred president, (iarfield, 


said in sinking e>f the' war, "After 


ils disaster and its suffering, the 


country is stronger anil greater, the 
ITnion rendered indissolnable, and 
the future, through the agony and 
blood of one-generation, mndebright- 
er and lie-tier for all." 


It is beyond the power of our 


imagination te> picture the; many 
touching scenes which teieik place- n't 
the home anel in the tit-lei <lu ring those 
four long years of carnage. 
The 
boys of the north and west wore 
called from the pleasant surround- 
ings of their comfortable and happy 
homes tei participate in the tragic, 
events of a gigantic civil war: (hey 
exchanged the society of kind and 
loving friends for the stern discipline 
of war. and the jieaccful pursuits of 
civil life- fetr the horrible scenes of the 
bill tlclielel. They bade farewell to 
(he'ir loving mothers, wives anil sis- 
ters, and the joyful sce-ncs of their 
childhood ns they went te> take up 
the hardships of thesoldierand suffer 
the pain of fatal wounds and disease! 
or perhaps the slow torture of I he 


rebel prisons. 


But: all the patriots of the wai 


were not men; the army of heroic 
women who cared for the sick am 
wounded, and I he brave wives am 
mothers at home must be placed oi 
the roll with the defenders of the 
Union. Who can imagine (hi' feelings' 
of (lie ''dear ones a(- home" after sucli 
a day as Shiloh, after the terrible 
slaughter of Antielfim nnd Gettys- 
burg. or I he Wilderness? 


With what, inlcn.su feelings and 


interest. I hcdnily papers were scanned 
after long waiting for news. 
With 
what terrible pain and anguish tht 
lists of dead and wounded were read 
as the eyes met the name of a loved 
one killed. What horrible meaning 
is conveyed by that word when con- 
nected with the names of those most 
near and dear to us. 


War is an unmixed evil, and is 


never justified except in defense ol 
liberty. We hope the future may 
approach that illustrons epoch when 
there will be |>eace and good 
will 


amongst men, and when the suffer- 
ings and devastations of war will be 
a thing of the past; but let, the de-ods 
of our heroes he registered in the 
rolls of Hen-ven where they will live. 
"A theme for angels when they cele- 
brate 


The high souled virtues which forget- 


ful Uarth has witnessed." 


The; greatest dangers, however, 


te> our country are not invasions or 
open war; there arc silent forces 
which act slowly but surely in the 
life of a nation, and our future elc- 
[)ends largely on 
thene subtle in- 


fluences. Great occasions call forth 
great men , and hard struggles develop 
itremg characters while on the other 
land ease and ieile luxury lend to 
weaken the will and thesenseof duty. 


The Komnns carried their victo'r- 


ious legions to all parts of the then 
known world, but after a few cen- 
turies of luxury and vice Ilieciupiiv 
ell an easy prey to the barbarians. 
Tlie growth of flabby and degenerate 
n oral tissue in the! greatest danger 
:o our government and .social organ- 
zation. The strongest nations and 
nost powerful people have in the 
>nst fallen under their own vices and 
coiTiiptlem. Uoi'S a like fa (e a.wait. 
)ur government or will we profit by 
he examples of the past? The real 
strength of our country does not 
lepeitd on the number of ils people 
101- dues it depend on beautiful public 
iiiildings and strong I'ortilicalioiis, 
mr on the abundance; of our reveil- 
les, but' if. consists in the number of 
mr cultivated citizens, our men of 
'iiliglitiiK'iit, and character. 


The intelligence and moral courage 


limited in oiircount-ry by the heroism 
>f the past must characterize the 
•itizcn and the statesman of the- 
) resent; these qualities are the main 
dllars of our government am! the 
chief elpmcn Is of onr na l i e >un 1 strength 
inel greatness.
